1 . ENCLOSED IS A TENTATIVE SCHEDULE FOR THE UPCOMING 
VISIT BY VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE TO MEXICO CITY. WE 
HAVE TRIED TO PRESENT A NUMBER OF OPTIONS SO THAT 
THE VICE PRESIDENT CAN INDICATE A PREFERENCE FOR THE 
KIND OF ACTIVITIES HE MIGHT WISH TO HAVE INCLUDED IN HIS 
SCHEDULE. BECAUSE THE FOR MIN IS OUT OF THE COUNTRY WE 
HAVE NOT DISCUSSED THESE PROPOSALS WITH THE GOM NOR DO 
WE HAVE ANY RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THEM AS OF YET. 

2. THE EMBASSY BELIEVES THAT TIME PERMITTING IT WOULD 
BE DESIRABLE FOR THE VICE PRESIDENT'S TRIP TO INCLUDE 

A VISIT TO SOME AREA DISTANT FROM MEXICO CITY. WE FIND 
THAT GIVEN THE LIKELY ARRIVAL TIME ON FRIDAY, HOWEVER, 
AND THE PROPOSED DEPARTURE TIME ON SATURDAY THAT IT IS 
EXTREMELY DIFFICULT TO FIT IN A MEANINGFUL SCHEDULE 
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THAT INVOLVES ADDITIONAL TRAVEL TIME. ONE SUCH OPTION 
IS OFFERED FOR SATURDAY BUT THE REST OF THE PROPOSALS 
WE ARE PRESENTING ARE ALL IN THE AREA CLOSE TO MEXICO 
CITY. 

3. THE EMBASSY WOULD LIKE TO ENCOURAGE CONSIDERATION OF 
OVERNIGHTING IN MEXICO ON THE 2 1ST WITH RETURN TO 
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WASHINGTON ABOUT MID-DAY ON THE 22ND. THIS WOULD ALLOW 
CONSIDERABLY GREATER FLEXIBILITY IN ARRANGING A PRO- 
DUCTIVE SCHEDULE AWAY FROM MEXICO CITY. IF THIS CAN BE 
CONSIDERED, THE EMBASSY WILL RESPOND PROMPTLY WITH 
ALTERNATIVE POSSIBILITIES. 

4. THE EMBASSY VERY MUCH HOPES THAT IT WILL ALSO BE 
POSSIBLE FOR MRS. MONDALE TO ACCOMPANY THE VICE 
PRESIDENT BUT MAINTAIN AN INDEPENDENT SCHEDULE. HER 
INTEREST IN THE ARTS, CULTURAL AFFAIRS AND THE FAMILY 
ARE WELL KNOWN HERE. HER VISIT WOULD USEFULLY ADVANCE 
THE DISCUSSIONS ABOUT NEW KINDS OF BINATIONAL COOPERATION 
WHICH TOOK PLACE BETWEEN MRS. CARTER AND MRS. LOPEZ 
PORTILLO DURING THEIR BORDER VISIT IN NOVEMBER. WE ARE 
ALSO CONVINCED THAT MRS. MONDALE COULD PROMOTE 
SUBSTANTIVE EXCHANGES BETWEEN MEXICO AND THE UNITED 
STATES AND ADVANCE FRIENDSHIP WITH IMPORTANT SEGMENTS 
OF THE MEXICAN POPULATION WHO WILL NOT LIKELY BE A DIRECT 
PART OF THE VICE PRESIDENT'S SCHEDULE. A SERIES OF 
SCHEDULE POSSIBILITIES FOR MRS. MONDALE WILL FOLLOW IN 

A SEPARATE CABLE. 

5. ROBERT DUNN, EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT TO THE AMBASSADOR
